Once a Prominent Preacher in New 


Hampshire Methodism. 


The Rev. James Thurston, a promin- 


ent leader in that denomination, died at 
his home on Durrell street, in Dover, 
Friday afternoon, aged 83 years, G 
months and three days. 


The Rev Jamub Thurston was born 


in Buxton, Me., March IS, 181G, the 
son of James and Sarah (MoKeeney) 
Thurston. His early ancestry on his 
father's side settled at New bury, Mass > 
in 1613. 
His maternal ancestry was o' 


Scotch Irish b'ood and settled tit Scar- 
boro, Me. 
At the age of 2 years, young 


Thurston was taken to Scarboro, and 
there be lived until 11 years old, when 
he went to Auburn. At Kent's Hill he 
completed his education and on gradua- 
tion m ]857 hr> commenced his life's 
labor as a preacher iu tho Methodist 
Epibcopal church. 


Mr Thuistou remained ia the Maine 


conference until 1818, when he wa 
transferred to New Hampshire. In this 
state he has served in Portsmouth, New 
market, Suncook, Salmon Falls ant] 
Greenland, aud he has officiated as pre- 
siding elder in tho Dover, Cluremont 
and Bristol dibtncts 
In 1871 bis health 


began to fail him and he was obliged to 
discontinue Lis duties as minister. 


Mr. Thuraton twice represented wart 


2 in the state house of representatives 
and was twice chaplain of that body 
He herved ia the constitutional conven- 
tion o f ] 889. 
He was a Knight Temp- 


lar. 


In 1810 Mr. Thureton was mairied to 


Mrs. data A. Flint of Lubec, Mo., -ulio 
died several 
< ears ago. 


Mr. Ihurston was pastor of Trinity 


church here in 1818. ilo was an •w.delv 
known in Southern Nuw Hampshire as 
any preacher ol the Methodist denom- 
ination. 


Mr, Thurston was the only minister 


to have tho distiction 'of being twice 
chosen chaplain of tho New 
Hamp- 


shire legislature. He was elected in ward 
i! as a member of the house of represen- 
tatives in lbS-3 and in 188',); was a. mem- 
ber of the constitutional 
convention, 


serving as chaplain of that body. 


He was the oldest iiiason in this part 


of New Hampshire; having joined the 
orderia 1841 


For a quarter of a century Mr. Thurs- 


ton was an indefatigable newspaper cor- 
respondent, contributing to metropoli- 
tan, denominational and local uew3 
pipers. 


Mr. Thurston has married more ecu 


pies thaa any other clergyman in New 
Hampshire. 


The funeral will ba held next Tues- 


day.

I'cculiaritlcH of Colored Children. 
Colored children are much more sen- 


sitive to heat than white children, 
which probably means that their power 
of discrimination is much better, and 
not that they suffer moi'e from heat. 
Colored girls have larger circumfer- 
ence of head at all ages than white 
girls. White children not only have a 
greater standing height than colored 
children, but their sitting height is still 
greater; yet colored children have a 
greater weight than white children, 
that is, white children, relatively to 
their height, are longer bodied than 
colored children. The percentage of 
long-headedness (dolicocephaly) among 
colored boys is more than double 'that 
of white boys. This may be due to 
racial influence.

WiIlium P. Potter of 


on "to-operutlon Better

ink Off in Attendance of Dele- 
f*te» and Spectator*. 


Chicago, Sept. 16.—Tlie second day's 


session of tbe Trust Conference was 
opened here- with William Wirt Howe 
of New Orleans lu the chair, aud a fall- 
lug off In tlie attendance of both dele- 
gate* and spectators. 


Mr. Howe proceeded at on^e to busi- 


ness by putting before the house a reso- 
lution introduced by K. C. Farr of 
Missouri for the appointment of Un- 
important committee oil resolutions. 
Tlie motion instantly developed tbe un- 
dercurrent of strife between the fac- 
tions for aud agaiust trusts which at 
first threatened the convention's har- 
mony. 


An amendment was Immediately pro- 


posed, various speakers urging that the 
resolution be amended to allow the ap- 
pointments to the committee to be 
made by tlie delegates themselves, ouo 
rtoininltteeiniin from each state. 


The original moi ion \\ as not acted on. 


out the amendment in regard to the 
manner of appointment was carried by 
a standing vote—W to 14. 


Governor Atkinson of West Virginia, 


rising from a far corner, declared that 
It wits unfair to bind tlie delegates by 
resolution. The debate wa*ed warm, 
nnd delegates clamoring for recognition 
row in every part of the house. 


Mr. Taylor of Indiana, Mr. Prince of 


Texas and Mr. Collins of Illinois were 
then heard. 


The pro-trust men aud the antls were 


fearful, it became evident, that one 
Side or the other would obtain control 
urn I hind the minority to something of 
which they disapprorecl. 


W. Bourku CocUran repeated his per 


formance of Wednesday when he re- 
stored the harmony which had been 
destroyed in an endeavor to obtain :i 
committee on programme.

Lawrence Pudy of thd Now York 


Tariff Reform Club was then intro- 
duced. He opened the tariff debate, 
speaking in part as follows:

and assist in maintaining such combi- 
nations. The tariff is under the con- 
trol of the federal government, the 
abolition of duties OH articles produced 
by trusts Is easy. Immediate nnd effec- 
tive. When this special privilege is 
withdrawn we will then be iu a better 
position to do what fm'rher may be 
necessary." 


W. P. Potter of Philadelphia spoke 


about "Co-operation Rattier Thau Com 
petition." lie said In part: 


"ft is ,but the statement of a simple- 


fact to say that the present tendency 
toward combination and co-operation 
Is but the reaction from the .keen and 
excessive combination of the past few 
years. Whether tilts movement for co 
operation is justifiable or not depends 
upon the facts in the case. Whether 
for good or for evil in to be determined 
by an examination of the results. 'Hy 
thier fruits ye shall know them.' nnd 
in arriving at a conclusion, calm and 
careful consideration Is called for, and 
the subject should be approached in a 
spirit of fairness, and not in bitterness 
or with blind denunciation. An im- 
pulse so general, arid so" widespread In 
the business world, must have cause 
for Its existence. 


"The rights of the public are not to 


be Ignored in any event; but so lotu 
us these rights are respected the indi- 
Tldual Is certainly at liberty to con- 
centrate his capital and combine his 
resources with his fellows in the same 
line of business for their mutual bene- 
fit. 


'•The demand for commodities of all 


kinds at the present time is greatly in 
excess of what it has ever been, and 
It Is required, too. that they be fur 
nisherl more cheaply than ever before. 
Experience has shown that these de- 
mands can be met only by the employ- 
ment of large capital, and upon a most 
extensive scale of working. 


"Civilization has advanced, and a 


comfortable scale of living has been 
brought within the reach of the aver- 
age man. just iu proportion to the de- 
velopment of business along these lines 
of co-operation aud combination. First, 
It was the individual working by him- 
self In his particular line. Then came 
tlie union of two or more individuals 
Into a partnership. This was followed 
by the formation of the small corpora- 
tion, and from that grew the large cor- 
poration, and the. last nnd present stage 
of development Is the union or partner- 
ship of the small corporations into tho 
grand aggregation, often miscalled n 
trust. 


"As a matter of fact, most of the 


business combinations of the day arc. 
not trusts at all. They are simply 
lagre corporations. The so-called 'anti- 
trust' attacks arc not really attacks 
upon trusts, for the reason that but 
very few real trusts arc In existence In 
this country. The hue and cry that 
has been raised is really an attack up- 
on large corporations. If the people of 
this country are determined to wipe 
(tut all corporations, of course they can 
do so. No one would claim, however, 
that such an extreme measure is de- 
Hired by any one who has the prosper- 
ity of the country at heart. Such ac- 
tion would be to turn backward the 
hands upon the dial of human progress, 
and 00 per cent of the country's indus- 
tries would stop."

Lator she was sold for $80 to a man 


well known in New England, named 
Captain William M. Patterson, and 
some Key \Vest shipping men, but as 
it cost them several thousand dollars 
to put the vessel iu, seagoing shape it 
required some capital to make her a 
paying investment. 


It was after the schooner Jefferson 


Borden had been sailing under her 
new owners that the historic mutiny 
occurred. 


This mutiny and the fact that An- 


drew Borden had been a ship owner 
caused many stories to be set afloat, 
but ii is a fact that at the beginning 
of the Borden murder trial in Fall 
River, in 1892, it was rumored that 
some one had been seen skulking 
around the town who wanted to get 
revenge for an alleged injury done 
him by Andrew J. Borden. 


One or two witnesses declared that 


on the morning of the tragedy they 
l.ad seen a strange man. his face 
white with an indescribable pallor, 
acting suspiciously In the Bordeu yard 
near the house where the crime was 
committed. 


The following account of this Inci- 


dent appeared in n published volume 
of the Fall Uiver tragedy, written by 
Edwin H. Porter. It Is thus narrated: 


"But there was a clew which caused 


no end of comment, both personal and 
In the press. Information reached the 
police that Policeman Joseph Hyde 
had seen a suspicious-looking stranger 
in the vicinity of Second street on that 
morning. 
On the following Tuesday 


Dr. B. J. Handy, one of the best 
physicians in the city, made public the 
faot that he also saw a very strange 
appearing man on Second street on 
the morning of the murder, between 
twenty-live minutes past ten and a 
quarter to eleven o'clock. 


"The doctor took some notice of this 


man, nnd In the afternoon while In 
conversation with his wife he became 
more and more impressed with the 
htea that the stranger had Home con- 
nection with the awful crime. 


"This theory became a matter of 


much Imporlrtiice, and Dr. Handy did 
not at Mils time know that Policeman 
Hyde wa.s reported to have seen a 
iliullar person.

It has been declared that in spite of 


the records to the contrary, Andrew 
Bordeu held a silent interest iu the 
ship whose CI-OAV mutinied, and that 
his money played a certain part in 
bringing the mutineers to justice, but 
there is not a line of written proof to 
this effect. Nothing appears anywhere 
to show that any of these men har- 
bored a grudge against Andrew Bor- 
den. 


Attorney Jennings, 
now Assistant 


District Attorney of Fall Uiver, the 
accomplished lawyer who was Lizsde 
Borden's counsel iu the trial, said that 
he had heard of the story in regard to 
the seamen of the Jefferson Bordeu, 
but lie found nothing on record to 
connect Andrew Borden with that 
ship or its crew. He was neither an 
owner nor :i passenger at the time. 


If Mr. Borden had had any misun- 


derstanding with the crews of other 
ehips in which lie was owner, knowl- 
edge on that point has not appeared.

1 left 
them and crossed to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad milk station to see a friend 
named McMiillin. 
I did not jump a 


fence nor get on a train. 


'Then I went home. I got there 


about 0 o'dock. ate supper and, with 
Miss Wood nnd Mrs. Otcden spent the 
night right In Philadelphia." 


Hay and Sloan still Jiflirm that Shaw 


did make the confession substantially 
ns published and both have made 
sworn statements to that effect. 


Miss Evn Wood, tiio young woman to 


whom sbaw is engaged to be married, 
is credited with paying that she still 
believes Shaw innocent nnd that no 
matter what Is said about him In con- 
nection with the murder of his mother 
nnd grandmother, she will stand by 
him just the same.

The Last Polar Bear. 


At the first glimpse of daylight on 


the morning of Sept. 4. the Hope got 
under way and steamed out for Cape 
York to land my faithful Eskimo as- 
sistants. As we steamed out through 
the western passage between Meteor- 
ite Island and Afcpudi, we entered the 
fleet of countless bergs sweeping out 
of Melville Bay, dazzling in their glit- 
tering brilliancy, and with the danc- 
ing whitecaps flashing between them 
In every direction. 
Scarcely were we well within this 


arctic white squadron, threading our 
way between the stately cruisers, 
when one of my quick-eyed Eskimos 
cried out "Nannooksoah!" 
He had 


seen the bear for an instant far up on 
the top of a big berg, one of tho tabu- 
lar giants of Melville Bay. peering 
over Its precipitous face, but it had 
quickly disappeared. As we steamed 
slowly round the berg he came- into 
view again, a beautiful white animal, 
with contrasting white nose, moving 
leisurely along the surface of the Ice- 
berg. The captain and I both chanced 
a shot at him at long range, and the 
captain's bullet grazed his hind leg, 
making him whirl and snap savagely 
at the wound. Then he galloped awk- 
wardly away and disappeared round ft 
pinnacle of the berg. 
Circling the 


berg again we discovered him in the 
water, swimming vigorously, and sev- 
eral shots were fired at him, one of 
which took effect, and he apparently 
collapsed completely; yet a few mo- 
ments later he was swimming odagaiii 
and It was only after I had a boat 
lowered that ho was secured. 


The fur of this animal was so spot- 


lessly white and unstained that I gave 
orders not to have him lowered upon 
the deck, but kept him suspended 
from the tackle, until a few hours 
later \ve reached Cape York, and, 
mooring the Hope against the face of 
a glacier, ho wai swung out on the 
surface of tho glacier, covered with 
newly fallen snow, and there skinned 
and the beautiful pelt rolled up and 
packed away still unsullied. This wax 
our last bear.—Lieut. Peary, in St. 
Nicbolaa.
